i. Before Fobruary 1948, the Slovak Labor Union Federation (¢OR) had only cne 

; source of income: the obligatory dues of the nembers, At about that time, 
a decision was made to organize soma rore reliable sort of financial support 
for the SR. It wis planned, moreover, to extract enourph funds to sunport 
not only the SOR, but also to allow for a covert diversion of the greater 
portion of the noney to. the treasuries of the Slovak Communist. Party and the 
various affiliated organizations of veterans of the Resistance, 


2, The leaders of the SOR therefore approacned the Slovak Commission for Industry 
and Trade (Poverenictvo pre Priemysel a Obehod) tn Bratdslava and arranged that 
the income of certain nationalized firms be turned over to the treasury of tha 
Slavak Iabor Union Federation. 


3. The following firms were chosen as sources of support for the SOR: 
a, The krener import-export firm, Cintorf{nskd 21, Bratislava.

The profits of 
this firm are paid exelusively into the treasury of the Slovak Partisans?

e, The Tvorba textile fim, Michaloka’ 11, Bratislava.
